There seems to be no doubt, 
however, that the rebels still control 
various parts of Dublin, and that street

New regulations for control of au- 
tomobile traì^ic in the dòwn town streer/s 
and abolishing altogether the present 
system of parking cars will become ef- 
fective Monday morning by orders of 
Chief of Police Charles Lcnz.

will cars be permitted to head in at the 
curbs at a sharp angle and stand there 
indefinitely, as has been permitted on 
the west side of Court street and on 
the north side of Berry street from Cal- 
houn to Court, and similarly on other 
streets.

BESIEGED BRITISH 
FORCE SURRENDERS 


English Army in Mesopotamia, Under At- 
tack Since December, Yields to Avoid 
Starvation—Relief Army 20 Miles 
Away Unable to Reach Townshend. 


London, April 29.—(4:45 p. m.) 
Major 
General 
Charles 
Town- 
shend, commander of the British 
forces besieged at Kut-el-Amara, 
Mesopotamia, by Turkish forces 
since last December, has surren- 
dered. 


This information was contained 
in a British official statement is- 
sued this afternoon. 


The official statement added 
that Gen. Townshend destroyed 
all his guns and munitions before 
surrendering. 


The British force, which sur- 
rendered at Kut-el-Amara amounts 
to about teil thousand men. 


General Townshend 
probably 
w'as 
driven to surrender to avoid starvation 
of his force. A recent Turkish official 
communication said that the position 
of the British at Kut-el-Amara was 
critical and that they were, expecting to 
receive small supplies of food by aero- 
plane. 
An official statement received 
yesterday from London showed that a 
last effort to send supplies to the gar- 
rison had failed. 
It was announced 
that a ship laden with supplies had 
been sent up the Tigris and that it had 
been grounded about four miles east 
of the city. 


liess than a score of miles away, on 
the banks of the Tigris, below the city, 
is a relief army which for months had 
been attempting to reach the besieged 
forces of General Townshend.

rected only against the government, not 
against the populace.

"This shows a remarkable difference 
from the Dublin riots two years ago 
when it was not safe, for anybody to 
walk in the streets for fear of vio- 
lence. 
During last Monday's and Tues- 
dayjs trouble the populace 
could 
go 
where they -liked. 'Thero Avas barbed 
wire around the postofficc but the sen- 
tinels made no effort to prevent people 
who wished to do so from 
crawling 
under the barriers.

Authorities agree that the original Sinn Feiners were not Ger- 
lan sympathizers, but since the Dublin outbreak British authorities 
lliave chargod that secret agents of the Teutonic powers have been

[this be true or not, it is certain that from a society that simply held 
[itself in roll I disapproval of England's war policy, the Sinn Fein has 
[devclo])ed iiito a militant movement that is certain to prove at best 
[extremely troublesome to the English government, if it does no.t 
lindeed constitute a very positive menace' to it. 


And with all the otlier propagandas of various sorts now much 
lin vogue, somebody lias launched, a movement to place a business 
[man in the presidency. The theory is excellent so far as it goes and

Linion on the Atlantic side, and Punta- 
ronas on the Pacific side. 
From either 
of these ports it is only six hours' ride 
to tiie capital, San -Jose. 


If you havo never been "boiling hot'" 
you certainly will be if you ever laud 
in any Central 
American 
port. 
Both 
Puntarenas 
and 
Limon 
are 
low 
and 
damp, hot and dirty. . These towns look 
sleepy and the people look lazy. 
But 
we must not l)lame them. 
You and 
' 
would be just like them if we lived in 
a Central American coast toAvn. 


You know what that ''tired feeling'' if 
which you sometimes now have. 
Well, 
you would have it all the time if you 
lived in the low lands of the tropic.s. 


As the train leaves either coast, 
it 
slowly 
passes out 
of 
the low region, 
wliere bananas, cacao and rubber grow, 
and to a table land where the air is cool 
and a fresh breeze blows. 


IFero we find coffee growing.

in the day time. 


In the central part of Costa Rica it 
is always possible to iind a breeze.

SUNBURN

UNBURN 
is 
often extremely 
painful. In many cases, where 
a girl has been out in the sun 
practically all day, the skin 
blisters and causes very real suffer- 
ing. It is a wise girl who knows how 
to care for her own sunburn, for she 
will save herself a good bit of pain by 
doctoring it at once. 


When you return to the house after 
a day in the open and find your arms, 
neck and 
face all 
rose-colored from 
the sun, don't 
stop to question why, 
but start in treating it at once. 
The 
burn never 
hurts the firgt day, and 
sometimes it does not the second day, 
but you will certainly get it the third, 
unless you 
are very 
careful. 
Don't 
wait until the skin begins to itch and 
smart before you put on a cream, but 
at the first sign of rose color, where 
white usually is, start your doctoring 
at once. 


Cocoa butter is excellent to take the 
sting out of sunburn, and witchhazel 
cream is another fine emollient. 
Kub 
either one in well at the first appear- 
ance of the burn and then again the 
next day and you will not be bothered 
so much by the pain and itch. 


F the hands are not good and 
the nails badly shaped try to 
improve the latter by training 
the cuticle. Every night soak 
•the fingers in hot water for five iDin- 
Utes. Then with an orangewood stick 
press back the cuticle to lengthen the 
nails. 
Afterward rub in cold cream. 
Do not omit this or the soaking will 
make the cuticle very dry.

XIDE of lead is one of the most 
harmful ingredients 
used in 
face powder; it causes erup- 
tions and

actually poisons the skin.

The best grades of pow- 
der contain less of them and are the 
least harmful.

Apply this several

It will help reduce large pores in the 
nose and chin.

shove the aspirant for histrionic honors out into 
the great white light of publicity they 
have 
done about all they can do. 
Instead of merely 
pleasing the friend or relative, the player has 
millions of people all over the world to please. 


The great critical public becomes their mas- 
ter, 
and 
unless this master 
can be 
pleased, 
unless 
the 
player 
can 
thrill 
him—touch 
the 
tender heart chords of the public's sympathies 
or tickle his funnybone, that player's record is 
fthort-lived. 


There is no producer so short sighted as to 
keep a player on the pay roll who cannot win 
the heart of the public, and at the same \lmQ 
win dividends for his company. 


A player may have a pull to start with, but it 
soon loses its strength if the

public. 


When Anita Stewart started to work in the 
Vitagraph Studio, under tho direction of her 
brother-in-law, she was put through the usual 
course of sprouts that every young player has 
to go through.

London, April 29.—(4.-A5 p. m.) ' 


Major 
General Charles Towu- 


shend, commander of the British 
Forces besieged at Kut-el-Ainara, 
Mesopotamia, by Turkish forces 
since last December, has surren- 
dered. 


This information was contained 


in a British official statement is- 
sued this afternoon. 


The official 
statement added 


that Gen. Townshend destroyed 
all his guns and munitions before 
surrendering. 


The British force which sur- 


rendered atKut-el-Amara amounts 
to about ten thousaud men. 


General- Townsbend probably was 


driven to surrender to avoid starvation 
of his force. A recent Turkish official 
communication said that the position 
of the British at Kut-el-Amara was 
critical and that they were expecting to 
receive small supplies of food by aero- 
plane. An official statement received 
yesterday from London showed that a 
last effort to send supplies to the gar- 
rison had failed. It was announced 
that a ship laden with supplies had 
been sent up the Tigris and that it had 
been grounded about four miles east 
of the city. 


. Less than a score of miles away, on 
the banks of the Tigris, below the city, 
is a relief army which for months had 
been attempting to reach the besieged 
forces of General Townshend.

weeks ago several victories were an- 
nounced and hope ran high in Eng- 
land that the mission would succeed. 
Of late, however, the Turks' resistance 
has increased and, aided by floods, they
